“One thing we belleve should be
done by county employees regard-
ing the vexing problem of unem-
ployment is for the employees
themselves to encourage their fel-
low-employees who by reason of
tinanclal independence do not need
employment to take a leave of
absence or resign from fhe service
during these months of stress.”

McKesson's opinion Is regarded
highly in county governmental cir-
cles slpce he is a deputy county
counsel and therefore well versed
in public matters of this nature.
